Britain Has Lost Favor with the 
People, While the Popularity 
of America Is High.

PETROGRAD, April 22, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily Express.)\—An im- 
portant announcement regarding Rus- 
sia’s aims and intentions was made to 
me today by M. Kerenski, the Socialist 
republican lawyer and Minister of 
Justice, whose virile personality dom- 
inates the situation in Russia today.

They formed up in a long queue out- 
side the dressing station, where -:ue doc- 
‘ors waited fur them: and where there 
was hot drink to be had. They were 
covereé with mud, too weary and spent 
to talk. Outside in the Sunligat waiting 
their turn to enter the dressing station, 
some men lay down onthe bank in queer, 
distorted attitudes vecy like death and 
slept there. Others came hobbling with 
each arm round tho neck of stretcher 
bearers. or led forward blind gropingly. 
lt:-was the whimper of these blind hoys 
and the agony .or their faces which was

Near by were;German, prisoners stand- 
ing against the sunlit wall, pale, sick, 
and hungry. looking men, iutterly de- 
jected.

FIERCE RESISTANCE 
TO BRITISH ADVANCE 


Hidden Machine Guns Poar Hail 
of Bullets Into Attackers—Fre- 
quent Counterattacks. 


LONDON, April 23.—After q week's 
pause the British resumed their offen- 
sive this morning east of Arras on @ 
front of about éight miles, from the 
region southeast of Vimy to a point 
north of Croisilles, capturing important 


German positions over a great part of 


the front, including the villages of Gau- 
relle and Guémappe, together with a 
large number of prisoners, not yet 
counted. ‘ 

This second phase of the great battle 
of Arras is marked with the ferocious 
resistance of the enemy, who, with ma- 
chine guns installea in the ruins of vil- 
lages and at every possible point of 
vantage, poured a veritable hail of bul- 
lets ihto the advancing troops. The 
Germans also delivered many violent 
counterattacks during the day, result- 
ing in heavy losses to them. 

The capture of the village of Gaurelle 
and German. positions south of thaj 
place as far as the River Scarpe is par- 
ticularly important in view of the fact 
that these positions formed part. of the 
sd-called Oppy line defending the Hin- 
denburg positions before Douai. This 
line is now broken. 

On the right or south bank of the 
Scarpe the British cleared the eastern 
slope of the hill crowned by Monchy-le- 
Preux, and advanced on a wide front 
south and east of the village. Monchy 
commands the country for forty miles 
eastward. During the last ten days the 
Germans delivered at least a score of 
counterattacks against that position, 
against which they brought an ever- 
increasing gunfire. The désperate at- 
tempts to recapture it show how highly 
Monchy was regarded as a key position 
protecting the Drocourt switch line, 
which has not yet beeh. fortified as 
strongly as the Germans would desire. 
Monchy has been one of the bloodiest 
Spots the Germans have known, and 
when the British advanced from it in 
the. early dawn today they had to pick 
their way ovér thousands of dead men 
ir. ge yg Bo ys It was estimated 
that 2,500 rmans were killed in. oné 
day’s. counterattacks, so closely were 
the Germans massed.

However, we have 
taken over 1,500 prisoners and inflicted 
heavy losses on the enemy.. 

“While we got on well in ay we 
have not done quite so well In other 
places. That is all that can be said for 
the moment.” 


FRENCH BEAT OFF 


Germans Repulsed at Several 
Points After Hard Fighting 
—Fail Also in Champagne. 


PARIS, April 23.—The Germans to- 
day attacked the line held by the 
French in Belgium at several points 
during thé day. The attackers in most 
cases -were cut down by artillery or 
machine — fire. Where they reached 
the French trenches they were met with 





cold steel and driven out of their po- 
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sitions after spirited hand-to-hand 
fighting. ' 
The enemy also attacked in Cham- 
pagne, endeavoring to drive the French 
from their new positions on Mont Haut 
and other points on the ridge ovériook- 
ing Moronvilliers. Al these attacks 
broke down with considerable losses. 
Along the Aisne the day was marked 
by heavy artillery exchanges and gren-

The State Department will immediately 
give passports to Abdul Hak Hussein 
Bey, First Secretary and Chargé d’Af- 
faires of the Turkish Embassy, and other, 
members of the Embassy. staff. A. 
Rustim Bey, the Turkish. Ambassador, 
has been ‘‘ absent ’’*from his post since 
early in the war, when he gave offense 
‘by. injudicious criticisms of President 
Wilson, and was ordered home by his 
Government, 

Abram I, Elkus, American Ambassador 
at Constantinople, is now ill ‘at his post 
with typhus, but will be permitted to re- 
main in a hospital until he is. able to 
leave ‘Turkey;

Paris.)—The International Committee of 
the Red Cross has sent an energetic 
protest to the German Government 
against “the torpedoing of English

declares that it agrees to Germany's 
right to halt and investigate ships that 
may appear suspicious, but it denies 
that a ship may be destroyed under any 
circuinstances without warning. 

The »committee has forwarded to 
Washington a list of American citizens 
taken off vessels sunk in the Atlantic 


who are still interned in Germany.’ The 
list includes men: removed from the 
steamers Voltaire, Mount Temple, 
Georgic, Esmeralda, Bulgarian, and 
Czersk.

This is a good many figures to put 
into one letter, but it is the most im- 
portant phase of German conditions to- 
day, and without consideration of these 
figures it is hardly possible to gain a 
clear conception of Germany’s situation. 
These figures are put out by the offi- 
cials of the Reichsbank, the highest au- 
thorities on financial matters in Ger- 
many. I know they are rejected and 
scoffed at by certain financial and dip- 
lomatic representatives of the allied ene- 
mies of Germany, and that in particular 
the statement of the number of sub- 
scribers to the different loans is as- 
serted to be grossly exaggerated. But 
it seems to me that they must be con- 
sidered as fairly accurate, and that in 
any event they proceed from a much 
better source of information regarding 
Germany than the assertions of Ger- 
many’s avowed enemies. 

On the basis of these figures. suppose 
Germany undertakes confiscation of her 
war debt. She strikes at once at millions 
of her most loyal subjects. What hap- 
pens to those three millions who sub- 
scribed to the third loan in sums under 
500 marks? . The savings of her poor, 
the incentive of her thrift, are destroyed. 
It is all very fine to talk about the as- 
tonishing loyalty of the German people. 
It is astonishing, and all that, but un- 
der such circumstances not even Ger- 
man loyalty would stand the strain. 

But those three millions would be 
only the starters. . The figures show 
nearly 40,000,000,000 marks subscribed 
through savin and other banks.

CHENG-TU, China, April 23.—Fierce 
fighting. has broken’ out in the streets 
here between the Sze-chuen and Yun- 
nan troops. The outbreak is the climax 
of the friction between the two parties, 
which has steadily increased since the 
Yunnanese forces entered Cheng-tu in 
April last. The direct cause of the 
clash was the attempt of the military 
governor of Sze-chuen, who is a Yun- 


nanese, to disband the provincial troops, 


and strengthen his grip on the province. 
The fighting stnsten on ednesday 
night and continued all the next day 
and night. Many houses were burned 
and trenches and barricades were con- 
structed by both parties. The British, 
French, and Japanese Consuls 

erso. risk, have succeeded in arrang- 
ng an armistice, but the situation is 
stil critical.

Germany’s merchant shipping, based 
upon the tonnage and number at the 
beginning of the war, and upon losses 
since, is disposed of as follows: Lost by 
mines or torpedoes, 152 vessels, repre- 
senting a tonnage of 452,000; retained 
or captured by enemies, 267, with a 
total tonnage of 807,000; in the United 
States and neutral harbors, 621, with a 
total tonnage of 2,841,000; in home ports, 
490, of 2,419,000 tons. 

Reckoned in percentages, Germany has 
lost through destruction from mines or 
torpedoes 7.1 per cent. of her merchant 
ships; 14.1 per cent. are held by the 
enemy and are being made the most 
complete use of; 43 per cent. are in the 
ports of the United States, Cuba, Pa- 
nama, and neutral countries, and 35.5 
per cent. are still at home.

District Attorney Wins Belated Vic- 
tory Over Former House. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—The House 
of Representative which went out*of 
office March 4 last, the Supreme Court 
decided today, did not have authority 
to punish United States Attorney H. 
Snowden Marshall of New York for al- 
leged contempt. Mr. Marshall is exempt 
from further proceedings. The lower 
court, it was held by Chief Justice 
White, erred in refusing to give Mr. 
Marshall a discharge by habeas corpus. 
The Supreme Court, therefore, ordered 
his discharge 5 

Mr. Marshall was charged with con- 
tempt because of a letter he wrote crit{- 
cising the condutt of a House sub-com- 
mittee which investigated impeachment 
charges brought against him by the thén 
Representative’ Buchanan of Illinois, 
whom Mr. Marshall had -had indicted 
for conspiracy to restrain commerce. 
The impeachment charges collapsed. . 

*“* No express power to punish for con- 
tempt was delegated to the House in the 
Constitution,” said Chief Justice White, 
in his decision. ‘‘ It must be implied, 
if at all, as necessary to execute powers 
giveh. To constitute an act of this 
kind it must be an act of physical de- 
struction to the right of the House to 
carry on its: proceedings. yy

A FEARLESS CHAMPION OF 

' LIBERTY. ; 

When. Joun THADEVS DELANE came 
te the editorship of The Times of Lon- 
don the freedom of the press had been 
established in England for a century 
‘and a half. A long line of statesmen, 
many of whom had smarted under 
journalistic criticism. had nevertheless 
been.sufficiently wise and disinterest- 
ed to recognize and uphold it as the 
chief bulwark of Liberty,. So firmly 
fixed was the independence and power 
of the press that the immediate prede- 
cessor of DELANE was able to exact 
from the heads of a new Ministry that 
needed his support a written ‘pledge to 


ernments on their good behavior, aid- 
ing them until they proved unworthy;. 
he sometimes granted respites to bad 
Governments that promised to mend 
their ways, and he never flinched be- 
fore any frown. He dared, more than 
any other journalist had ever dared, 

to maintain the right of the newspaper 
to the free utterance not/only of opin- 
ion but of fact, even in tithe of war. 
He considered Ministers as the instru- 
ments and not the masters of the’ pub- 
lic opinion to which the press ig prime 
minister. He wrote in 1846: 

The‘ country will govern itself. It 
naturally, and almost unconsciously, 
makes a. certain progress, . -which - suc- 
cessive Ministries can only a little 
simplify or perplex; quicken or retard. 
In spite of Governments, a great ng- 
cessity grows up and compels a héar- 
ing. Measures spring forth, no one 
knows how, in the mind of the nation, 
at first rudely but truly . conceived, 
then gradually taking solidityand form, 
and lastly fércing themselves into lég- 
islative being. This progressive move- 
ment: triumphantly rides over parties; 
or rather, to speak more truly, Hke the 
messenger of an' Oriental potentate, it 
impresses every one it fallg in* with, 
compelling him to leave his:.own er- 
rands and forward the puree of the 
nation. 

For the mysteries of diplomacy Dr- 
LANE had no respect, believing that the 

people were entitled to know before it 
was too late what they were being 
committed to. He boldly obtained an 
published secret ultimatums, and the 

ed rulers to whom they were ad- 
dressed: read them in print while the 
enemy’s messengers lagged on. thé 
way. He dragged hidden treaties to 
the light, and in at least one instance, 
as he believed, thus prevented war— 
“no greater honor is within the reach 
of the journalist,” he wrote to. BULo- 
wiTz, to whom he assigned the credit 
of that achievement. He wrunk the 
heart and roused the wrath of England 
by fearlessly describing the. Govern- 
ment’s neglect of her troops, at ‘the 
front. Over these things ‘monarchs 
murmured, Prime Ministers protested. 
As Lord CLARENDON plaintively put it, 
DELANE actually declined to “ throw a 
veil over our shortcomings "—ingenu- 
ous revelation of the- motive that actu- 
ates most advocates of rigorous press 
censorship!,. But nobody dared) inter- 
fere, or propose to interfere, with this 
courageous upholder of. free speech. 
His own words contrasting the duties 
of press and Governmént have the dig- 
‘nity and force of a Charter of Liberty: 

The purposes and dutiés of, ‘the ‘two 
Powers are constantly separate, gen- 
erally independent, sométimes diamet- 
rically opposite... The dignity and free- 
dom of the Press are trammeléd from 
the moment it accepts any other posi- 


‘independence, and consequently with 
the utmost public advantage, the Press 
can enter into no close or binding alli-

The duty of the journalist is 
the same as that of the historian—to 
seek out truth, above all things, and to 
present to his readers, not such things 
as statecraft would wish them to know, 
but the truth’ as near as he ‘can at- 
tain it. 

Today, forty yéars after the death of 
DELANE, and ih a free nation that has 
just dedicated itself to war that de- 
mocracy may live, it ig seriously pro- 
poséd to suppress that freedom of the 
press which is the very breath of de- 
mocracy.

BLOWING UP HOSPITALS. 

_ The warfare now being waged 
against hospital ships seems to mark 
the climax of savagery in the Ger- 
man methods. Except for,the mas- 
sacring of: prisoners; there is nothing 
left undone which could be done: to 
complete ‘the abandonment of all the 
restrictions of civilized warfare. Aside 
from this. one .exception,: which has 
so far been maintained, the Germans 
have established a complete identity 
of aims and methods with those of the 
most ferocious warriors of the ages 
of barbarism. 

Discovering that the distinctive 
marking of hospital ships simply 
serves to attract torpedoes, the Brit- 
ish have begun .to remove these 
markings, but .weéne too slow in the 
case of one of the ships sunk ‘last 
Tuesday. It will be remembered long 
that it was the Germans who com- 
pelled the discontinuance of the Red 
Cross insignia by making them a 
target instead of a protection. In 
their eagerness for slaughter, the Ger- 
mans doom to death wounded German 
prisoners aboard: hospital ships. 

Because of this warfare ‘upon hos- 
pita, sbips, the British Have been 
obliged to reckon'witH the prospect of 
giving up the use of. such ships alto- 
gether ahd transporting their physi- 
cians to the. Continent to treat the 
sick. and» wounded there. All the

Everybody who ‘néglected to buy 
coal at the Spring prices last ;year, is 
buying it now, and some déalers are 
refusing délivéries,this month, that is 
until “there is another. advatice of 
price. The shortage of freight cars 
is the maximum and is unnecessary. 
Shippers double their demands be- 
cause the raifways grant only part of 
what is asked. .Some shippers make 
their demands for cars upon more 
than one railway, and thus the short- 
age is magnified. This is to be ob- 
served through ‘all. the procéssées’ of 
production. Manufacturers place 
ordérs for materials in surplus 
amounts, trusting to get part from 
each. Then oftentimes more is deliv- 
éred than can be warehouséd, and 
the cars are used for storage instead 
of transportation. é 

In short, the commodity markets are 
passing through the experience from 
which. the security markets are 
emerging. Some time- ago outsiders 
took control of Wall Street and made 
top prices’ for everything. Now bty- 
ers who made those. markets-are sell- 
ing what they bought dear for less 
than they gave, and the control of the 
situation is passing vaaie to more ex- 
périenced * hands.

The plans of those two men will be 
enforced by all the Allies. There 
will be need of efficiency of produc- 
tion and economy of consumption. 
There will be need and opportunity 
for us to astonish the world in both 
directions. Nobody knows'how much 
we can produce and save if we give 
our minds to it. But it needs saying 
that we are not making a good begin- 
ning by losing our self-command at 
juch an early stage of. the game and 
with so little cause.

THE SOUTH AND THE ARMY BILL. 

The attitude of the people of the 
‘Southern States toward the Adminis- 
tration’s Army bill is indicated by the 
number of. influential newspapers in 
that part of the country which favor 
the adoption of the principle of se- 
lective universal service. Among these 
are The Richmond Times-Dispatch, 
The Norfolk Virginian-Pilot, The 
Charleston News and Courier, The 
Memphis Commercial Appeal, The 
Montgomery Advertiser, The New Or- 
leans Times- Picayune, The Columbia 
State, The Atlanta Journal, The Chat- 
tanooga Times, The Nashville Ten- 
nessean, and The Macon Telegraph. 
The Charleston News and Courier says 
that It does not “ know of any South- 
“ern newspaper which is contending 
“for the old volunteer system upon 
“which certain of the Southern Con- 
“ gressmen would have us continue to 
“ experiment.” The Southern , news- 
papers represent the Southern people 
more faithfully than some of their 
members of Congress. There are indi- 
cations that some of the obstinate 
legislators have been aroused to a 
kKéener sense of their duty by their 
constituents. , 

There is no doubt that the South is 
loyally united in this great crisis and 
that it favors the adoption of the 
plans of national defense which ex- 
perience has taught us will be most 
efficacious in assuring. our success in 
the. war. We are permitted ; to hope,

proportions in this week's debates. 
There are parts of this country in 
which hostile feeling to any sort of 
practical military preparations is much 
more-common than in the South. In 
this metropolis, where the outburst of 
patriotic feeling has been so general 
and so genuine, there are some whose 
patriotism is sleeping, if not non- 
existent. There is no ‘doubt that La 
FOoLLETTE has a following in the Middle 
West. But the news from Washing- 


| ton encourages us to believe that; with 


the strong and unflinching support of 
the Administration, the Army bill. will 
be passed this week. 

Emphasis must be laid on the fact 
that this is a war measure purely, 
that it bears no relation ta_the per- 
manent system of universal training 
which gained so many advocates be- 
fore the declaration of @ state of war 
with Germany. Secretary BAKER was 
firm on this point {in his recent testi- 
mony before the House Military Com- 
mittee and declared that he was heart- 
‘fly in accord with the statement the 
President had made on that subject. 
This is not the time, he contended, to 
solve the problem of a permanent 
military policy. All the present re- 
cruiting and the selective conscription 
are to be for the period of the war. 

A specimen of advice Southern Con- 
gressmen are getting these days from 


telegram sent recently to every Sen- 
ator.and Representative of Tennessee 
by the Rotary Club of Chattanooga, an 
association of men identified with the 
professional, financial, and industrial 
interests: of that city, urging ther to 
support the Administration measure 
for raising an army “as imperative 
and a necessary patriotic duty.” On 
the same day one of the Senators 
was counseled, from the same club, 
that if he insisted on the volunteer 
system he was not representing the 
Best thought of his State. The Senators 
and Représentatives of other Southern 
States have heard from home the voice 
of ‘the people to the same effect. It 
is gratifying to know that one of the 
three Southern members of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs who 
have steadfastly supported the Admin- 
istration’s bill is Judge T..W. Harrt- 
box of the. Seventh Virginia District. 
This is ‘peculiarly interesting because.

tories touch very lightly or not at all 
on the losses and dangers that have 
come upon the country whenever it has 
trusted to the volunteer system—which 
has been every time it has gone to war: 

The evil associations and memories, 
that is, have clustered around the 
wrong set of words, :nd left free from‘ 
cdium the words that really should be 
under condemn tion, 

As between ** conscription ” and 
‘‘draft ’ there is little to choose. The 
dictionaries use each in defining the 
cther, whence one must conclude that. 
their meaning is\or should be practical; 
ly the same, And so it is, except as a 
wholly arbitrary distinction may be 
drawn between them for the. purposes 
jot any particular moment or period. We 
think now, perhaps, of ‘‘ draft’ as a 
compulsory enrollment for service more 
Cistinctly military—for service in the 
army, that is—than in the aase of 
“‘conscription."’ The latter word gave 
for'a while ecme indications, of coming 
to convey the serise of compulsory en- 
rollment for all.,sorts of service—those 
connected indirectly as well as directiy 
with war. The present tendency of the 
military authorities in Washington, 
however, is apparently to fix upon “‘ se- 
lective draft’ as the one to be used in 
naming the plan they ‘favor. Why that 
is better than “ selective conscription ”’ 
it would be hard to: tell, but it. does 
well enough, and either will do if only 
enough empnasis be placed on the “ se- 
lective." That is the part that every- 
body does or should like, and it is a 
pity that it cannot stand alone.

A 
similar question as to ‘‘ cavalry” 
would be easily answered, but the other 
two come pretty near to. being what 
children call ‘‘ stickers.’’ 

Digging down to the roots of ° in- 
fantry,’’ one'finds that it ought to mean 
a collection or .body of very young 
children—infants, in fact—and' chat they 
were called .“‘infants’’ because, they 
couldn't talk! The course of the trans- 
fer to foot soldiers is more than a little 
obscure, and it would hardly be. a safe 
guess to say that such troops are ‘‘ in- 
fantry’’ because they have nothing to 
say about what shall be done with,them, 
for that is as true of privates” in a 
hcrse troop as of thogé who walk, and 
it applies no more to the officers in 
the one case than in the other.

Offered the ‘‘Slacker,’’ and 
so has the taking out

‘slacker ’’ doubtless has a profound 
distaste for work as well as for danger, 
and farming does mean work, he is not 
likely to hesitate in, choosing between 
the two when he realizes that it is one 
or the other. 

He is not restricted to farming, how- 
ever. We are not going to put machin- 
ists or any .one of several kinds of 
factory workers in the ranks: of the 
gun-carriers. At least that is not the 
present prospect, and it is the thought 
of immediate peril that makes the 
“ glacker ’’ turn pale and sick. 

If that were not so, he would suffer 
much, instead of not at all, from the 
knowledge that propensities like his 
tend strongly to bring ultimate disaster 
and death to the very class to which he 
belongs.

First Two Veoiasel ia of. War Show How 
Not to Raise Armies. 


Baltimore, April 19, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An American who has spent the first 
two years of the war in England can 
hardly remain silent when he sees Con- 
gress . hesitate to pass the‘ Universal’ 
Service bill... During- this time, from the 
quiet retirement of an Oxford College, I 
watched Great Britain slowly waken. 

In. the -beginning-.one heard it said: 
‘“Conscription is out of the question be- 
cause we are afraid of the labor unions, 
the war: will be over in a. few months, 
and, besides, every Britain will do his 
duty.’’ So the call went out for volun- 
teers.. Khaki replaced cap ‘and gown 
in the Oxford lecture room. Those few 
undergraduates who had returned to be- 
gin the Fall trimester drilled most of 
the day in the Officers’ Training Corps. 
In the quiet of evening one heard from 
the meadows the call of the bugle, and 
in the morning was wakened by the 
slump, slump, slump of marching feet 
and the swing of a song’ which echoed 
over the college wall. These young men, 
drawn from the most cultured families in 
England,. were all*marching away to 
“* Somewhere in Flanders,’’ Everywhere 
one found the man of patriotism and 
vision leaving his work to enlist. It was 
not only the university men, they were 
coming from the skilled trades and the 
public school... The thought expressed 
by Mr. Britling was often voiced in those 
first months: ‘‘ And now war énds,”’ 
and many who volunteered thought, per- 
haps, to bring this about. 

In Switzerland, during the Summer of 
1915, I had free access to German news- 
papers. To my surprise I found here a 
different state of things outlined. Of 
the sixty-odd thousand students in Ger- 
man universities before the war, less 
than- one-eighth had joined the army 
at the end of the first year, and the pa- 
pers commented pro oudly on the fact that 
so many as this d given up their right 
of exemption as students. In France 
one heard criticism of England. How 
slow she, seemed in getting started! 
Would. she never realize the seriousness 
of the situation? 

On returning to Oxford for the second 
it I found ay a. handful of students. 
n my colle ining hall, which- was 
wont to be’ filled with the din of talk 
and lnngnter, there remained a little 
Brow. 2 students, mostly Americans’ 
and Indians, whose ‘hushed voices echoed 
strangely from the empty benches. 
Candles sputtered on the table and cast 
odd shadows through the ancient rafters 
overhead. Electric lights might shine 
out of the Gothic windows and bring 
death down upon us from the air. An 
‘‘honor roll’’ appearing on the lodge 
age told_us as our classmates fell in

Let them provide for universal 
service, selective draft, conscription, call 
it what you~ like.

REFERENDUM ON TAXES. 


National Chamber of Commerce Will 
Poll Business Men. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The Cha 
ber of Commerce of the United Stat s 
has arranged to take a referendum vote 
of the business'men of the country who 
are members of the National Chamber 
in an effort to ascertain sentiment with 
regard to the 5A ay methods of raising 
war revenue. The Committee on Finan- 
cing the War of the chamber in an ex- 
haustive report.has considered the prob- 
lems now facing the Administration and 
has formulated various. sufgestions as 
to the proper course to pursue. hese 
suggestions -haye been forwarded to 
members of -the organization fdr a ief- 
erendum vote. The committee’s' recom- 
mendations, concepning which it asks 
busifiess men of, the country, members 
of the organization, to express their 
views, are: ‘ 

1. Approximately $400,000,000 “ of the 
amount raised by taxation.in the first 
yeer should be obtained as a war measure, 
from increased individual income taxes, 

increaséd super-taxes and de- 
exemptions. 

2. Approximately $200,000, 000. of the 
amount raised by taxation in the first year 
should be \obtained, as a war measure, by 
additions to the present excess profits tax, 
with certain amendments of the law which 
the committee recommends. 

8. The first-class postage rate, as a war 
“measure, should be increased by fifty per 
cent., te yield approximately $100,000,000 
in the first year. 

4. Stamy taxes ~— be iponcend, as

The International's Revenues In- 
crease $4,344,146 Over 
the Previous Year.

The International Paper Company’s 
report for 1916 shows the. corporation’s 
finances in better condition than ever 
before, while earnings made a substan- 
tial.gain as compared with the income 
of recent years. Total revenue 
amounted to $7,465,827, an_ increase of 
$4,344,146 over the income for 1915 and 
the balance of $4,620,727 was $3,401,212 
greater than the year before. It was 
equal to $20.62 for each share of pre- 
ferred stock, compared ‘with $5.44 in 
the preceding twelve months. , 

President P. T. Dodge told stockhold- 
ers in his annual report yesterday that 
statements that the high price of news-

FORD MUST DEFEND. 
$1,000,000 LIBEL SUIT 


Judge Mayer Overrales Demurrer 
to Action Based on 1916 
Pacifist Appeal. 


Henry Ford will have to defend the 
suit for $1,000,000 for alleged libel 
brought against him. by the Vitagraph 
Company.of America. Judge Mayer of 
the Federal District Court overruled 
yesterday the demurrer filed by Mr. 
Ford and gave him twenty days in 
which to. present his answer.

Cry of Peace,” a film manu- 
factured and . re by the Vitagraph 
Say ‘inspired by Hudson 
‘and “Sthets interested.‘with him 
in the manufacture and:sale of. muni- 
tions. The view presented by Mr. Ford, 
according : to ‘the complaint, was that 
the people been. alarmed - unneces- 
sarily. This was referred to by: Judge | 
Mayer as -lacking in prophetic vision. 

Counsel for Mr. Ford argued that the 
article merely construed the picture 
play as an advertisément of Mr. Max- 
im's business and that there was noth- 
ing unlawful in that.. But Judge 
Mayer thoughtthe article beige’ eee the 
impression that its “pu was to 
‘charge. that the’ film was- mp dedicned to 
advertise: Maxim’s munitions ‘‘ by de- 
ceptive and disingenuous methods under 
cover of:a presentation behind’ which 
was concealed a mean scheme by which 
others were shaking with laughter at 
the public’s fear aroused by the picture 
and with joy over the fat contracts the 
public's fear might bfing.””
